SELECTMEN'S  REPORT. 


To  iJic  Citizens  of  the    To-voi  of  So?it/i  IIa?}2pton  : — 

III  submitting  our  annual  report  of  the  business  of  the  town 
for  the  past  year,  we  would  beg  leave  to  make  the  following 
suggestions. 

As  will  be  seen  by  the  reports  the  amount  raised  for  ordin- 
ary town  expenses  the  past  few  years,  viz.  :  1S96,  1S97,  and 
1898,  have  in  view  of  extra  expenditures  proved  inadequate 
for  meeting  the  bills  incurred  during  those  years.  The  short- 
ac^e  existing  in  1S97  was  bridged  over  by  the  hiring  of  two 
hundred  dollars,  which  we  hoped  to  be  able  to  treat  only  as 
a  temporary  loan,  but  the  extra  amount  entailed  by  the  snow 
path  bills  in  1S98  prevented  this.  Other  unforseen  expenses 
have  acted  to  the  same  end  the  present  year.  Now  we  are 
confronted  with  the  fact  that  we  must  either  raise  a  larger 
sum  this  year  or  meet  the  alternative  of  possible  further  in- 
debtedness. Believing  as  we  do  in  the  "pay  as  you  go" 
policy,  we  would  recommend  that  a  larger  amount  be  pro- 
vided for  at  the  coming  annual  meeting,  to  the  end  that  the 
bills  of  the  town  may  be  paid  more  promptly  and  larger  in- 
debtedness be  avoided.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF    SCHOOL  BOARD. 


The  success  of  our  schools  since  our  last  report  has  been  some- 
■Vvhat  impaired  by  the  peculiar  circumstances  that  have  at- 
tended them.  Soon  after  the  close  of  the  school  year  of 
twenty-seven  weeks  only,  the  Trustees  or  holders  of  the  Bar- 
nard fund  opened  the  doors  of  the  Barnard  school  for  the 
children  of  the  town.  Notice  was  given,  duly  signed  by  their 
officer,  that  the  school  w^ould  be  free  to  all  children  ot  the 
towai  upwards  of  seven  years  of  age.  Miss  Blanche  M.  Carr 
was  continued  as  teacher.  All  of  her  late  scholars  continued 
under  her  instruction  with  a  few  from  the  upper  village,  also 
a  few  from  the  Peak  village.  It  was  much  to  be  regretted 
that  the  opening  of  this  school  could  not  have  been  eight 
weeks  before,  so  that  all  the  children  of  the  town  could  have 
had  equal  advantages  of  a  long  term  of  school. 

At  the  last  annual  meeting  the  plan  of  conveying  some  of 
the  children  was  again  presented.  By  this  action  one  of  our 
schools  would  be  closed,  and  as  a  result  we  were  to  have 
schools  of  better  numbers  and  much  longer  terms.  On  March 
13  last  the  Board  received  a  letter  from  Mr.  Jewell  from 
Stoneham,  again  urging  the  closing  of  one  of  the  schools  of 
the  town  and  suggesting  several  methods  as  to  accomplishing 
the  plan.  The  Board  informed  him  that  they  were  willing 
to  adopt  any  plan  that  could  be  made  to  work,  so  that  the 
children  could  have  more  schooling  and  have  the  benefit  of 
the  fund  given  for  the  schooling  of  the  children  of  the  town. 
One  of  the  several  plans  mentioned  was  for  us  to  close  the 
school  at  the  Peak  village  and  pay  $114  for  bringing  the 
children  of  the  Peak  village  to  the  centre  of  the  town  for 
schooling.  We  soon  saw  Air.  Chas.  M.  Evans  in  regard  to 
the  matter.  We  judged  Mr.  Evans  to  be  the  man  to  carry 
out  thi§    plan,  as  he  had   four  children  to  attend   school,  also 
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teams  for  the  transportation  of  the  children  of  that  village. 
We  also  saw  others  there  in  relation  to  this  plan  of  conveying 
the  children.  Liberal  offers  were  made  by  them  to  transport 
the  children  a  part  of  the  time,  but  for  the  entire  school  year 
we  were  not  able  to  make  the  arrangement,  nor  could  any 
other  arrangement  be  made,  for  we  received  the  most  out- 
spoken opposition  to  the  plan  from  the  family  of  the  Trustee 
having  a  child  to  be  conveyed. 

On  March  29  we  received  another  letter  from  Mr.  Jewell 
informing  us  that  the  Barnard  school  would  close  April  8, 
•and  would  again  open  April  35,  for  a  term  often  weeks;  also 
the  fall  term  would  begin  Sept.  5,  and  the  winter  term  Nov. 
28,  three  terms  being  for  ten  weeks  each  ;  that  the  last  two 
terms  would  be  conditional  somewhat  upon  an  attendance  of 
I  ^  scholars  the  first  term. 

A  meeting  of  the  Board  was  held  April  i  to  arrange  for 
the  schools  for  the  year.  Concerning  the  schools  at  the  cen- 
tre of  Uie  town  it  was  deemed  advisable  to  consult  with  the 
Trustees  of  the  Barnard  fund  to  see  what  arrangement  could 
be  made,  as  the  number  of  children  in  town  to  attend  school 
was  so  small. 

On  April  3  we  were  waited  upon  by  Mr.  Jewell  of  South 
Hampton  and  Mr.  Forsaith,  who  informed  us  that  they  had 
hatl  a  meeting  of  the  Trustees  at  Moses  J.  Eaton's,  and  in  ref- 
erence to  this  matter  of  schools,  that  they  would  open  the 
Barnard  school  on  Apr.  25  and  continue  the  school  three 
terms  during  the  year  ;  that  they  would  admit  all  the  children  ; 
that  those  under  seven  years  of  age,  not  being  entitled  to  free 
admission  under  the  will  of  Benjamin  Barnard,  would  be  ad- 
mitted upon  the  payment  of  tuition  by  the  Board.  There  was 
only  one  such  child  in  that  district.  That  to  carry  out  this 
plan  they  required  that  the  Board  should  open  the  schools  of 
the  upper  village  and  at  the  Peak  village  on  April  25  and 
continue  them,  so  that  the  school  year  shall  be  unusually  long; 
that  the  Board  after  paying  for  the  support  of  these  schools 
should  expend  the  remainder  of  the  town's  school  money  to 
support  the  school  at  the  centre  village,  and  that  the  Trustees 
would  pay  for  the  sni)port  of  the  schf)ol  tlic  remainder  of   the 
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year,  and  for  the  school  there  to  continue  as  long  as  the  other 
schools.  These  arrangements  were  duly  agreed  to  by  both 
parties,  the  Board  and  Trustees.  Teachers  were  soon  engaged 
for  the  Peak  and  upper  village  schools  by  the  Board. 

We  have  never  been  asked  by  the  Trustees  to  annul  the 
terms  of  this  arrangement  and  agreement. 

At  the  arranged  time  the  school  was  not  opened  at  the  Cen- 
tre village  by  the  trustees.  After  some  delay  Miss  Carr  was 
again  employed  by  the  Board  to  teach  the  school  for  the 
spring  term. 

At  the  time  of  the  opening  of  the  Barnard  school  in  Feb- 
ruary the  requirements  for  admission  were  fully  set  forth  in 
the  call  for  the  opening  of  the  school — ''That  the  school 
w^ould  be  free  to  all  children  of  the  town  upwards  of  seven 
years  of  age."  As  this  was  the  condition  upon  which  the 
school  had  always  been  conducted  and  also  according  to  the 
will  of  its  donor,  Beniamin  Barnard,  no  one  dreamed  that 
any  other  requirements  would  be  even  mentioned,  but  as  the 
time  drew  near  for  the  fall  term  of  schools  a  notice  was  post- 
ed in  the  post  office,  also  appeared  in  the  local  paper,  that 
the  Barnard  school  would  open  Sept.  12,  and  scholars  would 
"  be  required  to  read  in  the  fourth  reader  and  to  have  a  good 
knowledge  of  written  arithmetic  as  far  as  common  fractions. 
to  be  admitted.  This  notice  was  not  signed  by  any  person, 
in  any  capacity,  and  being  thus  posted  and  published  it  was 
quite  evident  why  it  was  presented  in  this  manner. 

The  will  of  Benjamin  Barnard  states  that  he  gives,  be- 
queaths and  devises  to  certain  Trustees  and  their  successors,  a 
certain  property  as  a  fund  for  the  support  of  a  free  school  for 
the  purpose  of  instructing  children  of  both  sexes,  above  seven 
years  of  age,  belonging  to  said  South  Hampton,  in  literature, 
science  and  morality. 

The  definitions  of  these  terms  by  Noah  Webster  are    thus  : 

Literature  i.  Learning;  acquaintance  with  letters  or 
books.  This  is  the  full  general  meaning  of  the  term.  Li  a 
narrower  sense,  he  says,  it  is  sometimes  used  as  synonymous 
with  belles-lettres  or  polite  literature.

Science  i.  Knowledge;  penetrating  and  comprehensive 
information. 

Nothing  could  be  more  evident  than  that  Benjamin  Bar- 
nard wished  to  establish  a  school  for  the  chlldyeii  to  have 
learning  anil  to  become  acquainted  with  letters  or  books. 
For  the  studies  for  the  children  Mr.  Barnard  states  the  studies 
of  the  ''English  language,"  that  are  suited  to  the  capacity  of 
t'/u'/drcn^  and  mention  is  made  in  his  will  of  grammar,  geog- 
raphy, arithmetic,  writing  and  other  branches  of  science 
usually  taught  in  the  best  "English  schools."  He  also  provided 
that  no  by-law  should  be  matle  that  woukl  be  inconsistent 
with  the  rules  and  principles  established  in  his  will. 

Upon  the  opening  of  the  Barnard  school  in  September,  the 
town  school,  agreeably  to  oiu"  agreement,  was  not  opened. 
It  was  expected  that  the  larger  or  high  school  scholars  of  the 
town,  vvoidd  attend  the  Barnard  school,  and  it  might  be  nec- 
essary to  open  the  town  school  on  that  account,  but  the  par- 
ents did  not  see  fit  to  have  them  attend  the  Barnard  school  and 
secured  their  attendance  at  Amesbury.  Two  from  the  family 
of  C.  M.  Evans,  one  from  O.  W.  Towle's,  one  from  F.  O. 
Tovvle's,  one  from  Rev.  E.  S.  Cotton's  and  one  from  Mrs. 
Flint's,  these  all  attended  the  Amesbury  high  school.  Also 
from  other  actual  residents  of  the  town  we  had  several  chil- 
dren attending  schools  out  of  town.  One  from  Mr.  Orr's, 
two  from  C.  W.  Currier's,  one  from  W.  S.  Eaton's  and  one 
from  Frank  E.  Welch's. 

The  opening  of  the  fall  term  at  the  Centre  was  dela)ed 
till  Mr.  Roscoc  II.  Morrill  urged  that  it  be  opened.  He 
claimed  that  as  he  paid  a  tax  of  $113.23  he  was  entitled  to 
his  own  money  for  the  schooling  of  his  cliildren,  and  that  the 
school  should  not  be  delayed  longer,  even  if  tlic  terms  of  the 
agreement  were  not  complied  with. 

The  aforesaid  arrangement  ol  ^Vpril  3  to  unite  the  scliools, 
is  not  the  first  that  has  been  made  to  improve  the  coinlition  of 
our  schools.     Ijr  1S92  the  School  Board  reported  as  follows: 

THE    CENTRE. 

By  a  special  arrangement,  agreeably  to  a  vote  of  the  town, 
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this  school  and  the  Barnard  school  were  united,  and  the  move 
is  without  doubt  a  wise  one  on  the  part  of  the  town,  as  it 
saves  the  unnecessary  expense  of  employing  two  teachers, 
where  an  efficient  one  is  equal  to  the  task.

At  a  meeting  of  the  school  district  a  few  years  ago,  it  was 
unanimously  voted  that  it  was  the  wish  of  the  district  to  have 
the  town  school  close  upon  the  opening  of  the  Barnard 
school.  Our  schools  have  been  as  successful  as  could  be  ex- 
pected with  so  much  to  disturb  them.  Scholars  have  been 
going  from  the  town  schools  to  the  Barnard  school  and  then 
returning  again.  Five  from  the  Upper  Village  school  have 
been  temporarily  absent  from  town  for  some  time,  leaving 
the  school  there  quite  small. 

W^ith  over  $950  for  the  support  of  schools  for  the  year,  n(jt 
to  mention  the  sums  paid  for  tuition  to  Amesbury,  we  expect- 
ed to  have  over  38  weeks  schooling  before  the  ending  of  the 
school  year,  about  May  i,  1S99,  but  we  shall  be  limited  to 
about  33  weeks,- as  the  arrangement  of  April  3  has  not  been 
carried  out. 

Our  teachers  have  been  hard  working  and  painstaking  in 
their  eflbrts  during  the  year.  W^e  fully  commend  them  for 
their  faithfulness  and  efficiency.
